Bus Schedule 
Changes Made 


Service on AC Transit’s inter- 
city express line No, 33, covering 
Richmond, El Cerrito, Albany, 
Berkeley and Oakland, wag re- 
duced by three trips in each di- 
rection, as of Monday, Feb. 12, 
because of a diversion of riders 
to BART trains. 

AC Transit directors had 
agreed last month to keep the 
line in operation on a trial basis, 
pending reaction of riders to 
BART service in the same corri- 
dor, following petitions and 
phone calls from hundreds of pas- 
sengers, requesting continuance 
of the line. 

However, already a significant 
drop in patronage has been no- 
ticed, and service, accordingly, is 
being reduced by one coach, ac- 
cording to W. E. Robinson, trans- 
portation engineer. 

Robinson said that patronage 
between Richmond and Oakland 
had dropped 11 percent, or ap- 
proximately 200 passengers; 
while patronage from Oakland to 
Richmond is down 16 percent, or 
310 passengers. 

Oakland bound trips which 
were abandoned included the one 
leaving 10th and MacDonald Ave. 
in’ Richmond at 5:57 a.m.; and 
the ones leaving Solano Ave. and 
The Alameda at 5:50 a.m. and 
7:56 a.m, 

Return trips discontinued 
the Oakland to Berkeley bus 
which leaves Water St. and 
Broadway at 3:53 p.m., and the 
Richmond bound buses leaving 
the same location at 5:15 and 6:12 
pm. 

Adjustments will be made in 
other schedules to maintain a bus 
frequency of 10 to 12 minutes, in 
peak periods, and a 15-minute fre- 
quency at midday. 

New schedules are now avail- 
able from the bus operators.
